That the one-week intensive 
drive for blood donations will have 
proved an unqualified success when 
the mobile Red Cross unit leaves 
Andover tomorrow night, was the

Some 583 pints of blood have 
been obtained during the past three 
days, and the Red Cross has all 
the donors it will need to obtain 
the maximum amount of blood 
during the next two days, There 
is also a large reserve list of per- 
sons who will fill in for those who 
must have last-minute cancellations 
or rejections. 

Donations have. steadily  in- 
creased in the past three days, 
from 164 Monday to 198 Tuesday 
to 221 vesterday.

Describes Career As 
“Actress Between Wars” 


An interesting account of her ex- 
periences as “An Actress Between 
Wars’—the subject of her talk— 
was given by Mady Christians, 
well-known stage and screen star, 
before a large audience at the No- 
vember clubhouse Monday after- 
noon. Her talk formed, in effect, a 
history of the stage, in Europe and 
America, during the past two

‘The notes recently appearing in 
this column are now expanded to 
cover the interests of the Andover 
Food Production Center, which are 
more extensive than gardening 
though it is gardening that pre- 
dominates at this season and takes 
the first place. 


GARDENING 

The free soil-testing service of- 
fered to Andover citizens by Mr. 
Farnsworth’s Committee has been 
utilized widely, 1450 samples hav- 
ing been sent in to the Defense 
Ottice. The results of the tests are 
now in the mail. 

Several plans for co-operative 
gardens in a common area have al- 
ready begun to take shape. Not to 
mention those on the hill, where 
several Academy families have 
signed up to have certain plots of 
land plowed up, there is a large one 
in Johnson Acres. Many similar ar- 
rangements are being made _ be- 
tween neighbors without any 4as- 
sistance from the Food Production 
Center; but should any person still 
want land for a garden, he may 
apply to Howard Porter at the Sav- 
ings Bank. At present, it is safe to 
say that more land is available 
than the committee can distribute. 

Gardeners are well supplied with 
information and advice of the high- 
est authority. Supplementing Mr. 
Paul Dempsey’s two lectures, and 
the articles in the press, there is a 
splendid display of good books and 
papers in the library. 

But the time for reading about 
gardening is ending. The first quar- 
ter, at least, of your garden should 
be dug within the next ten days 
and made ready for the first plant- 
ing of hardy vegetables about the 
15th or 20th. 

The Food Production Center will 
have someone on hand to answer 
questions about gardening at this 
season, and about canning later in 
the year so the amateur gardener 
in distress may get at least verbal 
first aid for his ailing garden by 
telephoning 1361 and asking for 
the Food Production Center. 


CANNING 


Community canning was done in 
Andover in the previous war. Mrs. 
Gabeler will be glad to learn from 
any reader of these notes particu- 
lars of that wartime effort. Volun- 
teers who will help Mrs. Gabeler 
and Mrs. Phillips Graham in the 
canning season are asked to sign 
up in the defense office, where they 
will find forms awaiting them.

of wardens throughout town to 
observe their movements without 
being seen and captured by tne 
“saboteurs”. ‘hey will communhtl- 
cate their information at once to 
the report center, where a Guard 
liaison officer will be stationed, and 
he will in turn communicate with 
the local reserve company’s head- 
quarters in the town hall. 

The saboteurs will have 45 min- 
utes to accomplish their missions, 
and mobility of the State Guard 
units will be the most important 
aspect of their actions. 


Evacuation Problems 


Wardens of the streets to be 
evacuated have informed the house- 
holders there of the actions to be 
taken Sunday and have secured 
full cooperation, The 70 evacuees 
will be moved in private Cars 
rather than busses, since the dit- 
ficulty in any evacuation problem 
is securing tranusportation rather 
than the mechanics of moving 
those affected by the emergency. 

The evacuees will carry with 
them, in suitcases, such neces- 
saries of life as would be needed 
for living a few days under emer- 
gency conditions. Once they are 
successfully transported from town, 
they will be brought back to tne 
center, representing groups evacu- 
ated from other towns into An- 
dover. They will be taken to 
shelters and registered, and cots 
will be set up there to accommo- 
date everyone. This part of the 
exercise will be supervised by kd- 
ward <A. Anderson, evacuation 
chairman, and William §S. Hughes, 
chairman of the Red Cross disas- 
ter committee, 


Search For Flyer 

The search for a lost army flier, 
inspired by the actual search for 
Lieut. John B. Prindle of the Bed- 
ford Army airport a month ago, 
will be the first of the afternoon’s 
activities. The search will be con- 
ducted on two principles, first to 
train civilian defense personnel to 
work with the military in searches, 
second to train wardens in observy- 
ing and reporting other emergency 
matters than air-raid damage. 

The search will be conducted 
from the report center of a base 
of operations in the field of search, 
thence to the different squads of 
workers combing the area. ‘Tele- 
phone and courier service will be 
used to maintain constant com- 
munication with all the searching 
parties, 

Camp Andover Assists 

A large group of the military po- 
lice at Camp Andover have yolun- 
teered to assist in the searches, 
One such jncident will take place 
in the Harold Parker state for- 
est, the other in West Parish. The 
MP’s will receive their intelligence 
on the progress of the search from 
the wardens, but, except for that, 
will conduct their part in the 
search under their own officers.

“The European theatre hag been 
swept away”, she continued, “and 
we in America are aware of our 
responsibility of keeping a great 
heritage. We must fight to keep it 
alive against all odds, and not only 
keep it alive, but build for the fu- 
ture,” 

She expressed her hope for a fu- 
ture theatre of America, not mere- 
ly a theatre of Broadway. New 
York, she said, should not monopo- 
lize the dramatic scene as it does; 
theatre enthusiasm should ibe na- 
tionwide, 

She sketched her earliest exper- 
iences with the theatre, mention- 
ing that Mary Pickford was the 
first star of any magnitude she had 
ever seen. Her steady insistence 
that she wanted to become an ac- 
tress and nothing else wore her 
father down to the point where he 
finally gave his consent. 

Her first appearance in America 


was an inglorious one; she had a 
walk-on part calling for her to 
come onstage dressed in a hoop- 
skirt, and seat herself on a divan. 
The divan suddenly collapsed un- 
der her, and the audience burst 
out in laughter. Her father, how- 
ever, seeing how well she kept her 
dignity and poise, saw for the first 
time that she had the makings of 
an actress, 

The post-war world, in the 
Europe of the ’20s was a tragic 
time of revolution and counter- 
revolution, barricades and infla- 
tion. At that time her fortunes 
were so slim that she often sang 
in night clubs purely for the need 
of money, 

Later she worked in Hollywood; 
she had already appeared with 
Maurice Evans, Charles Boyer and 
Conrad Veidt in German, English 
and French photoplays. 


She criticized Hollywood be- 
cause “the people there think only 
about pictures, and know nothing 
whatever of the world outside.” 


For that reason, she said, modern 
children are radio and picture 
minded, but not “drama minded.” 

In Hollywood she was considered 
the ideal “wicked woman” type, 
and appeared in several such roles, 
Going to the other extreme, she 
played with Shirley Temple in 
“Heidi.” 


Later she returned to the stage, 
portraying Mrs. Hushabye in 
Shaw’s “Heartbreak House”, the 
Queen in Maurice Evans’ “Ham- 
let’, and Lady Percy to his Falstaff 
in “Henry IV”. 

In March, 1941, she opened in 
the feminine lead of “Watch on 
the Rhine”, Lillian Hellman’s anti- 
Nazi drama, which had a highly 
successful run in New York and on 
the road.

Prominent Resident 


Was Leader In Civic, 
Philanthropic Affairs 


Jerome W. Cross, widely-known 
merchant and civic leader in Law- 
rence and Andover, who resided 
at 47 School street, passed away 
early this morning. He had been 
in poor health for some time. 


He was prominent for about 42 
years with the Cross Coal com- 
pany, founded by his grandfather. 
After receiving his early education 
at Lawrence high school, he joined 
the firm as a young man and was 
always identified with it. At the 
time of his death, he was serving 
as president of the company. 

He was also prominent in church 
and philanthropie affairs, being a 
member of Christ church, and, up 
to the time of his last illness, 
treasurer of the Lawrence Tuber- 
culosis league.

A highly seasoned sauce is de- 
sired. 

Mix all ingredients thoroughly, 
form into a loaf and bake in but- 
tered pan set in hot oven 20 or 25 
minutes, or until top and sides are 
well browned. Serve with brown 
or tomato sauce if desired.

Substitute for 
the cup of chopped nuts in the 
rule, about 2 tablespoons of peanut 
butter and one-half cup of coarsely 
chopped nuts.
